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THE PITFALLS OF NARCOTICS 


On Monday, February 19th the Alumni Association was greeted 
by Policewoman Genevieve Nadherny, R.N. Her presentation was a 
discussion of some of the aspects of narcotic addiction, including a dis- 
play of narcotics, a demonstration of the implements, methods and 
penalties of drug addiction. Miss Nadherny is a graduate nurse of 
Mercy Hospital and received her B.S. degree from St. Xavier's College. 
She has been with the Chicago Police Department for the past 15 years. 

Miss Nadherny related some of her personal experiences of seeing 
addicts picked up, placed in a cell, and left alone—with no treatment, 
as it is illegal to administer narcotics to them. There follows, as a 
result, the painful agonies of withdrawal reaction an addict goes 
through when deprived of his drug. After about 72 hours of wrack- 
ing pain and nausea, the worst craving is over, Miss Nadherny said, 
but when the addict is released he goes back to his pusher, and more 
“kicks”. If the addict isn’t subjected to the withdrawal treatment, 
the drugs will kill him. 

Where do most drug addictions begin? At “joy flats,” where 
teen-agers gather for marijuana parties, Miss Nadherny related. 
Although not habit forming, the few “kicks’ from marijuana encour- 
ages a boy or girl to go on to something stronger, and once they do, 
they are “hooked”. Very few addicts are ever cured and these include 
the strong willed who break off early. 

Many of you have children and teaching them the “evils of dope” 
is important—so vividly they don’t forget it. 

Following the program, refreshments were served. The next reg- 
ular meeting of the Alumni will be on Monday, June 18th. It promises 
to be equally as interesting. Let us see you there!

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NEWS and VIEWS before August 15 to one of the 
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URGENT NEED FOR INACTIVE NURSES 
TO RETURN TO NURSING 


On January 17, 1962, I was asked to attend a meeting at the C.C.C.N. The 
purpose was to learn about the refresher course for inactive nurses from a 
nurse who had completed the course. The council is interested in increasing the 
enrollment in the classes in order to return inactive nurses to either part or 
full time nursing. 


There are approximately 9000 inactive nurses in the Metropolitan Chicago 
area. It is estimated according to the report, Manpower, Challenge of the 1960's, 
that by 1970 there will be 6 more million women working. Presently there are 
24 million women employed. One out of every three workers is a woman. It is 
estimated that this ratio will be higher by 1970. Currently the number of women 
employed include 5 million single women, 3 million women over 30 years of age, 
5 million widowed women, 4 million women who are the head of their family, 
and 2! million women who are the sole breadwinners of their family. There is 
an urgent need for inactive nurses to return to nursing. One of the courses 
which will be helpful is the Refresher Course for Currently Registered Nurses. 


The following information outlines briefly the nature and requirements for the 
course: 


1. Courses are open to all currently registered professional nurses. Before 
practice you will have to be registered in the State of Illinois. 


2. Courses are approximately four to six weeks in length. This includes 
2 hours of class room instruction and 4 hours of supervised practice 
daily for 5 days a week. 


3. Courses cover general nursing to the Medical-Surgical fields. 


4. Centers were selected because of interest, location, and willingness to 
assist in encouraging nurses to return to active nursing. West Side 
Veterans Administration Hospital nursing personnel outlined the first 
course and did a pilot study of one group, which served as a basis for 
coordinated planning for the present centers, 
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5. Nurses are privileged to apply to the hospital or agency of their choice 
upon completion of the course. 


6. Each center has a limited number of students that can be accommodated 
in each class. Classes will be filled as applications are received. 


7. Your application will be forwarded to the center of your choice. You 
will receive Es information from the nursing service office of the 
center. 


8. Application forms can be obtained from the Chicago Council on Com- 
munity Nursing at 8 South Michigan Avenue, Chicago 3, Illinois. 


9. A certificate will be issued upon completion of the course.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT

The film related a story about a small boy who needed a corneal transplant 
and how, eventually, through a person donating their eyes, he was able to 
see.

ATTENTION ALL ALUMNI MEMBERS

FOR THESE MY BRETHREN 


Memorial to Helen Mary Benjamin, 1924. 


By Miss Rose Stettler, 1924 


Helen Benjamin graduated from St. Luke’s School of Nursing in 1924, 
was with the Visiting Nurse’s Association in 1925, and then, following one 
semester at the Northern Baptist Theological Seminary in 1926, she was 
appointed by the Women’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society as 
Superintendant of the Nurse’s Training School at the American Baptist 
Mission Hospital in Nellore, India, where she served until a serious illness 
brought her home a few months before her death in 1962. Helen went to 
India to fulfill the Lord’s command that was imprinted on the St. Luke’s pin 
that she proudly wore,—‘‘And heal the sick that are therein, and say unto 
them, the Kingdom of God is come nigh unto you.” Luke 10:9. 


When the Training School for Nurses at ABM Hospital was started by 
Miss Annie Magillon in 1907, the hospital had an eight bed capacity. Educa- 
tional requirements of students admitted into training was as low as fifth 
grade. For teaching, there was one 79 page text translated into Telugu, 
containing subjects of Physiology, Anatomy, Nursing Arts, Materia Medica 
and Obstetrics. In 1910 the first class of four students was graduated. Among 
India’s teeming millions, sickness and disease were rampant, the mortality 
high. The common diseases were Malaria, T.B., Leprosy, Smallpox, Cholera, 
Cancer, Diarrhoea and Dysentry. T.B. was almost as prevalent in India as 
our common cold is here, and statistics showed that almost every minute 


someone died of T.B. 


Under Helen’s guidance the school progressed. Nursing standards were 
constantly rising. In 1957, when the Nurses Training School celebrated their 
Golden Jubilee, the number of the last student to register was 509. Of that 
number a large percent had dropped out of training, but 275 had graduated 
from Nellore. Although the Nellore graduates had not had a high school 
education, many rose to places of great professional responsibility such as 
Nursing Superintendent, Supervising Sisters, Health Supervisors, and others. 
In 1958 teaching the Nursing courses in English was instituted, with graduation 
from high school the minimal requirement for entering training. An advanced 
course in midwifery was also a part of the program. And in 1959 the School 
at Nellore received the last certification of recognition by the Government 
for the Higher Grade in Nursing. ; 


When Helen left Nellore the hospital had become a 170 bed hospital. 
Deliveries were 1200 cases and Surgery were 1100 cases a year. In and out 
patients were 10,000'a year. Infant mortality was 96.1/1000. Life expectancy 
was 42 years. There were 57 medical schools and 56,491 doctors for a 
population of 420,000,000. 


It was said in the services conducted for her 
here, “Helen not only gave of her time and strength to the people and the 
work she loved, she also gave more than generously of her income to help 
girls of promise to secure training and further education. When a new 
Educational Unit was added to the Hospital, Helen contributed a large part 
of the funds.—Helen Benjamin’s home-going was a serious loss to a great 
many people. Not only her family, but her church, her denomination, and 
above all, the people of Nellore, India are conscious of the loss of a 
stalwart friend.”
